Mrs. Gilebrist gave way to a wild outburst of grief 
when sbe entered the room and saw the open coffin 





This quieted ber, and she wept almost si- 
lently as she gazed at the emaciated face of ber bus- 
band. Ina moment she began tosoband moan, and 
was then Jed gently to a chair in the corner of the 
room, where she sat down and rockedto and fro 
Her four- 
year-old boy was placed in her lap and another cau- 
tion from the ‘sheriff, supplemented by a few words. 
from Sister Theresa, calmed her considerably. 

Her eldest daughter, aslim and care-worn gir) élad 
in black. stood at the side of the coffin, and as the ‘un- 
dertaker was about to close the lid, she pushed It aside 
and threw herself on the coffin,giving way to a violent 
outburst of grief. She was with difficulty removed, 
and the coffin was carried to the bearse. Six carriages 
tollowed the hearse. Mrs. Gilchrist, the sheriff. anda 
keeper occupied one carriage, and the eldest daughter 
with the three other children and a relative another. 
At the Cemetery of the Holy Sepulchre the body was 
Placed in the receiving vault. 

At one side of the vault was a child's coffin, which 
appeared to suggest to the unfortunate woman her 
murdered baby. The sight of it broke down her reso- 
lution, and she again began to moan and wail. She was 
quickly removed to the coach and driven back to the 
jail, while her children were taken to the house ot Mr. 
John Gilday, who bas taken care of tbem since the 
father’s illuess.

Frank Brower, who shot and killed Lizzie Healy at 
her residence, was taken before Justice Duffy in the 
Yorkville Court, Oct. 18 Detective Shelly made an 
affidavit against Brower, charging him with homicide. 
The accused, by advice of counsel, offered no explana- 
tion. The detective stated that the prisoner had told 
bim the sbcoting was accidental. 

Justice Dufty asked if any one was present who 
knew anything about the affair. and Mr. Healy, the 
murdered woman's husband. stepped on the stand. 
He was terribly excited, and glanced threateningly at 
the prisoner, who leaned against -the bar close beside 
him. 

“He killed my wife,” Healy said, pointing towards 
the accused. ‘‘He wanted her to elope with him. He 
asked ber todo so awhile ago, and she refused. He 
threatened her. and killed her because she would not 
go with him.” 

The man's voice was broken with emotion and, as be 
concluded speaking, he sprang furiously at tbe pris- 
oner, who had listened intentiy, and who stepped 
hastily back toavoid the threatened attack. 

Officers seized tbe infuriated husband, who seemed 
totally unable to restrain himself, and led him toa 
seat. He had eventually to be taken from the room. 
and it was some time before he recovered sufficiently 
to leave the building. 

The examination of the prisoner was postponed 
pending the action of the coroner, and the accused was 
committed to await the coroner's investigation.

To the great sur- 
prise of his intormant the doctor obsunately refused to 
discharge his new governess, but unknown to her 
watched her every action in searc!) of anything to 


corroborate the information which he hod received. 
Siznally tailing to discover anything objectionable in 
her carriage or actions, he then engaged agents to in- | 


vestigate ber past history and with the following re 
sult: The accusation that she had at ove time resided 











in a brothel was indeed substantiated, but all imputa- 
tions upon her character on this a¢couut were entirely 
removed by the extenuating circumstances. Sbe had 
been born ina questionable house on Thirty-eighth 
street, New York City, being the daughter of the 
woman who conducted the establishment. Immedi- 
ately after birth she was sent into the country and 
there brought up in utter .gnorance of ber parentage. 
Money was freely furnished ber, and on arriving at a 
suitable age she was placed in one of the most exclusive 
boarding-schools in northern New York.

A Hideous List of Crimes Perpetrated 
By Diabolical Brutes on Little 
Female Children, 





HENRY J. WALDSCHMIDT. 


Considerable of 4 stir was raised at Evansville, Ind., 
one morning early in July, by the arrest of Henry J. 
Waldschmidt en a charge of rape preferred by a Miss 
Sophie Haake. a beautiful,.dark-complexioned deaf 
and dumb girl aged about twenty. Waldschmidt ts a 
German about thirty vears of age, and has a wife and 
two children. The scory told hy Theodore Buckhoff, an 
uocle ofthe girl,is substantially as follows . Some three 
montbs since. Miss Haake, the victim of the assault, 
went to Evansville, from Indianapolis, where she had 
been sent to be educated in the dumb asylum, to 
spend ashort vacation with her grandmother. Mrs. 
Buckhoff, and a younger sister, xlso a mute. During 
her stay she frequently visited Mrs. Waldschmidt, and 
aided tbe sick woman in her housebuld duties. One 
evening she went to the Waldschmidt residence on 
her kind errand. At 10:30, the girl not having returned 
to'hber home, her uncle became alarmed and he imme- 
diately began a'search. On entering Waldschmidt’s. 
store he discovered the small room in the rear, which 
had been in use as a bar-room, quite dark. calling to 
Waldschmidt, he asked bim if he had seen the girl. 
Waldschmidt, in a very excited abd nervous tone. 
cried out,“‘No.’’ Buckhoff then entered the room that 
Waldschmidt had bastily vacated, and a terrible sight 
met his eyes. Crouching near the end of the counter 
was the poor deluded victim ot Waldschmidt’s lust, 
nearly dead trom the terrible sufferings she was forced 
to undergo, and scarcely able to move. Help was im- 
mediately summoned, and the girl taken to ber bome. 
where she made known the details of the terrible as- 
sault upon her person by the white brute. The news 
spread rapidly and the greatest excitement prevailed, 
during which time Waleschmidt got away and eluded 
bis pursuers and the officers of the law. He was af- 
terwards captured by Detective John Resing. What 
made this terrible case doubly sad is the fact that Miss 
Haake, having the misfortune to be deaf and dumb, is 
also an orphan, her tather having died twelve years 
and her mother six years ago. The prisoner was tried 
last week and convicted, He was sentenced to States 
Prison at Jeffersonville to tive years’ imprisonment.

Dear Sin—Having noticed in the Potice Gazetrs that you take 
great interestin pugilistic encounters and as you are considered 
the leading sporting man in the United States, I take the liberty of 
writing to know if you will match me to meet all comers according 
te rules of the London. prize ring. I have been persuaded time 
and again by the leading merchants and business men of 
Va., to ask you to pit me against any man 
living, and trust you will do so. Iam considered the best man. 
pyYysically. of Petersburg, Va., and the surrounding counties, hav 
ng bdd over two hundred hard fights during my life and never was 
downed. [have fought some good men in Michigan and Ohio, always 
coming out victorious. I do not aspire to pugilism, but they say 
around everywhere I go tbat Iam a better type of manhood than 
John J.. Sullivan, and it is thought by a great many that I can do 
him, but whether J cao or not I do not know, nor would! say, but 
with a few months’ practipg! think I would make it pretty lively 
for him, as I have never yet seen a man that I thought could do 
me. I was born in Prince George county. Virginia, on Sept. 16, 
1857, cousequently I was twenty-eight years of age the 16th of last 
month. I will give you as reference in regard to my strength and 
fighting abilities the following: Charley A. Jackson, tobacconist, 
Petersburg. Va. Capt. John R. Patterson, commission merchaut, 
Petersburg, Va R.M. Dobie. commission merchant, Petersburg. 
Va.: James D. Bass, Petersburg. Va.; W. B. McIlwaine, attorney’ 
at-law, Petersburg, Va., and 500 others. Yours, 
Wm.

The Australian sporting papers are filled with glow- 
ing notices of Dick Matthews, the pugilist. of San Bernardino, Cal.. 
who has been sojourning for some time past in Australia. Matthews 
has, gained a promincnt position among the long line of pugilists, 
and since he arrived in Australia he has won eleven battles in the 
prize ring. We publish a record of Matthews’ battles, clipped from 
the Spectator, of Auckland, Australia, which will be found inter. 
esting. At Adelaide, South Australia. Feb. 11. 1882: Defeated 
James McNalty. bare knuckles, for £5 a side: 16 rounds, 34 min- 
utes. At Rombala Manaro District, N. S. W.,Nov: 23,1883, mct 
and defeated Frank Grear, bare knuckles, £10 a side; 9 rounds. 
At Garrison Hall, Dunedin, on 16th March. 1885, defeated Pettcn 
gell in a fight toa finish with soft gloves, for £50 a side, and the 
championship of New Zealand, knocking bis man out iu the second 
round with a right hand cross-counter on the side of the head He 
then passed over to Australia, where at Newcastle, N.S. W., April 
4. 1885, he met and defeated Patrick Wa'sh, bare; knuckles, for £10 
aside, 18 rounds, 47 minutes. The fight took place five miles out 
of town before a limited of sp s. Arrived in Auckland 
on 20th May, and issued a challenge to knock any man of his own 
weight out in 4 rounds, or over that, to fight toa finish. Eugene Don- 
ovan, Auckland's middle- weight champion, took up the challenge. 
and was knocked silly in the third round by a terrible right handcr 
on the side of the head. The stakes in this fight were £30 a side. 
Returning south met ‘‘Hurcombs’ Unknown’ for £25 a side, and 
finished him off in the second round. Followed it up knocking W. 
Bowe, of Pollard, out in the third round of a fight for 285 a side 
At Dunedin, on the 4th of July, fought W. Flynn, of Dafedin, to a 
Gnish, for £50 a side and the championship. knocking Flynn out in 
the seventh round. Flynn weighed twenty pounds more than 
Matthews. At Hokatiki theatre, on the 25th of July. met and 
knocked out J. O'Neil, the ‘‘West Coast Terror," in 7 rounds, for £20 
aside. At Greymouth, on the Ist of August, was matched to knock 
out M. O'Loughlin, the Brunnerton miner, in 4 rounds. O’Lough 
lin weighed about 12 stone, but had to succumb to the Yankee 
demon in the second round. being knocked insensible. On Aug 
22, 1885, Matthews fought Billy Wilkinson, of Auckland, a tall, 
powerful pugilist, and defeated him. The following is a descrip 
tion of the fifth and last round. Afterone or two feints Matthews 
sent in two crashing blows—left and right—both on the right eye 
and check, the second cutting the cheek open. and as Wilkinson 
staggered, he drove his right with tremendous force on to the left 
temple, knocking the Aucklander all ofa heap. He got up'again, 
but was quite oblivious to his surroundings, and faced Matthews 
with his hands down, and now and then rubbing his head tenderly. 
Matthews waited for him to put up his props but he could not. 
Montague, his second, threw up the sponge. 


The following are the full particulars of the great 
glove contest at Leadville, Col., on Oct. 10, between Jack Burke 
the champlorof England, and John P. Clow, who has held the 
***Police Gazette” medal offered by Richard K. Fox, representing 
the championship of Colorado, since 1883. The agreement called 
for 2-ounce gloves and ‘*Police Gazette’’ rules, meaning rounds of 
3 minutes in duration with a rest of 1 minute between, Burke agree- 
ing to stop or knock out Clow during the 4 rounds. Betting in ad- 
vance of the match was in favor of Burke, though some wagers 
were made that if the Englishchampion failed to stop Clow in 2 
rounds he would not stop him in 4. At9:40 the pugilists appeared 
on the platform and without argument or delay John G. Morgan 
was agreed upon for referee, and Andy King and Oteo C. Floto sec 
onded Burke, while Billy Barnett and J. P. DuVall did like service 
for Clow, and as the event showed no better seconds have at any 
time appeared on a Colorado platform. Billy Evans was the timer 
and he did his duty in first-class shape. Burke appeared in a suit 
of clear white with green stockings and belt. while Clow* woréma- 
roon tights with red belt. Both men were apparently in‘good’form 
when time was called at 10 o'clock for the first round. 

Rounp 1—Both men sparred warily for an opening. Burke finally 
Jed with bis lightning left for a facer, but Clow dodged it neatly 
and more sparring followed. Burke led again with the left and 
Clow stopped the blow, and then followed with a strong left hit on 
Burke s face. Burke responded with a left lead on Clow's breast. 
Clow leading short with his left, at which movement Burke smiled 
Burke then tried his celebrated right feint for the purpose of mak- 
ing room for a left follow. but the motion was no good, as Clow had 
learned to discouat it in the Exposition sparriug match. Burke 
now stepped back half a pace and then moved in with lightning 
rapidity, landing his left solidly on Clow's face, knocking him to 
his seat and discoloring the skin under his left eye. Clow came up 
at once and Burke hit him left and right before he had Tully recov 
ered his guard, sending him to the ropes and dazing him for a scc- 
ond ortwo. Theright hand hit raised a swelling on Clow left 
yaw. Many of the spectators thought it was all over with Clow, but 
the Colcrado champion squared hi If for busi : and the Tourd 
ended with a call oftime. This was Burke's portion of the contest 
but Clow, although he went down twice before those terrible facers, 
was not at all hurt, while Burke breathed heavily as the result of 
his exertions in the light air. 

Rounp 2—Clow opened the battle with a left lead that was stopped 
by Burke. Clow again led with the left and Purke met the move 
meut by leading his left, getting the better of the exchange. Burke 
tried the left again and Clow stopped it without: dsmagé, when 
careful sparring followed. Burke now led with the.left and at 
tempted to get in a right follow, but Clow placed his head in ample 
time to avoid ‘damage. The pugilists came together and clinched, 
and the referee separated them. Then Clow got ina right cross 
counter and Burke's left eye showed the effect with cries of ‘‘Good 
for Clow’ from the audience. Wary sparring followed, Burke 
pumping for wind unti! the round closed. The honors in this case 
were well divided. and when the two men took their seats Clow was 
apparentiv less distressed than the English champion, who was 
steadily losing tu favor with the crowd. 

Rounp 3—Burke lead with the left, which Clow stopped safely. 
Clow made a strong left lead. drawing a color of blood from Burke 8 
nose, and Burke responded with auother left facer, which Clow 
ducked. After trying the left once more without success Burke led 
bia right twice in rapid succession, failing to land both times 
Burke now got in a mild left lower, too low for effect, and Billy 
Barnett reminded him of the foul fine. The men came together in 
aclinch and were separated by the referee. A left leyd wes"made 
by Burke and Clow closed the round by getting in his f vorite blow. 
aright cross-counter. The expression all over the house was now 
strongly in favor of the home-raised pugilist, who took hrs seat as 
unconcerned as though his antagonist were not thesbest sparrer on 
either continent. Burke smiled, but was badly distressed for air. 

Rounp 4—Burke seemed determined to add another man to bis 
list of kKnock-outs. Clow oced busi with a left lead that 
tanded on Burke's mouth, swelling bis lips. Burke vow tried a 
right lower and was stopped by Clow. Wary spartieg followed, 
and then Burke got in another left-facer, sending Clow to his seat. 
Clow came up again at once and showed blood at the nose. Burke 
now used his right again but without effect, and then he landed 
another left-facer. Some rapid in-fighting followed, the men 
clinched and were separated, but before further damage was done 
tume was called and the contest ended in a draw, as Clow's en- 
durance proved a full offset to Burke's frequent leads.

Many were confident that 
Courtney and Conley would win, they having easily defeated Jake 
Gaudaur, of St. Louis, and George H. Hosmer, of Boston, in 8 
double-scull race. but they lost sight of the fact that Hanlan and 
Lec had rowed double three years ago and pulled 3 miles with ® 
turn in 18 minutes 37 seconds at Pullman, Ill.

Lee gained a Jead at the start with a steady thirty-eight stroke 
Courtney and Conley pulled unevenly. Hanlan and Lee gradually 
increasing their lead until three-quarters of a length was gained.

This statesman has of late become famous in this 
city as the chairman of the Senate Investigating Com- 
mittee now holding up before the good citizens the 
inner workings of the different municipal depart- 
ments, eepecially those of the Excise Board, exposing 
tbe dark and secret ways of obtaining a license under 
various circumstances. Senator Gibbs was educated 
in the public schools, and began life asa clerk in the 
office ot the Gould Manufacturing Company, and rose 
by rapid steps until he became manager of the New 
York house. He enlisted in the Union army in July, 
1861, and was promoted to the rank of second heuten- 
aptin March, 1865. He was wounded in the engage- 
ment at Cold Harbor, June 3, 1864, and again in front 
of Petersburg, April 2, 1865. He was a candidate for 
the Senate in 1881, but was defeated. He was elected 
tothe present Senate fromthe Eighth District by a 
Dlurality of 7,359. The Senator is making a very 


lively and interesting investigation of affairs in the 
metropolis.

The cranks want Hill and Davenport to 
meet their candidate for Governor on the same plat- 
form to discuss prohibition. We are sorry to see that 
the Democratic chairman of the State Committee bas 
accepted the invitation in the name of Gov. Hill. No- 
body should pay any attention to the frauds. 


Under a law granting a right of action 
against the party who last furnished liquor to an in- 
toxicated person who may commit any damage, a 
Lawrence, Mass., man has recovered $150 for injuries 
he sustained by having a drunken man fall against 
him, but the saloon-keeper, against whom the award 
was given, has appealed the case. sp 


The investigations being made by the 
Gibbs Senate Committee are not the only matters that 
now trouble the members of the Excise Board. They 
are also deeply immersed in the consideration ot 
the. question of Chinese alcoholic drinks. After 
many unsuccessful eflorts Commissioner Morris 
gave up the subject in despair, and so did his 
two confreres, but finally the medical officer 
of the Health Department solved the riddle; and 


there is going to be quite a stir in consequence 
| among the Chinese population in this city dur- 
| jug the next week. The drink, the exact quality of 
| which was so hard to find out, is an Oriental bever- 
| age. 


Resolutions adopted by the Excise Board 
instructing the secretary to refuse application blanks 
to notaries seeking applications in the neighborhood 
of the office, and notifying inspectors to report every 
twenty-four bours as to the observance of that section 
of the law probibiting communication between sa- 
loons any places of amusement, have been made 
public. ‘ 


A letter has been received by one of the 
members of the Assemnbly District Association from 
the Health Department. It was a circular, ordering 
all who had Jead-lined ale pipes or faucets to cease 
using them and have them lined with block tin Only 
five days were allowed to make the change, which was 
deemed as entirely too short, and the expense was also 
spoken of as great. 


The following isa report of Dr. Munsell of 
the Health Depactment regarding the Chinese liquor 
sold in Mott street without license: The samples of 
Chinese quid submitted specific gravity at 64 deg. 
Fahr., .9484, percentage ot alcohol by weight, 388: 
percentage of alcobol by volume, 45.7; percentage of 
solid constituents, 9.44. This shows that the liquor 
contains as much alcoho) as any liquor usually sold. 
The sulid material is principally sugar. 


This very wise clause appears in the plat- 
form adopted by the Wine, Liquor and Beer Dealers’ 
Association of this State: That any Excise bill pre-. 
sented to the legislature shall be framed so that one 
license, at whatever sum agreed on, shall include the 
sale of ales, wines and liquors for the reason that it is 
a well-known fact that almost all who sell under beer 
licenses also sell wine and spirituous liquors, and 
thereby do a gross injustice to honest dealers paying 
full license. 


Harman B. Scharmann, the brewer, ap- 
plied to the Excise Commissioners to renew the li- 
cense for Clarendon Hall. Some time since tbe Com- 
‘missioners refused to grant the application when 
requested by the former occupants, and as Mr. Schar- 
mann holds a mortgage on the place this refusal made 
the place almost worthless to him Hc therefore re- 
solved to take the working of the place into his own 
bands and to piace his brother in charge. The appli- 
cation was refused, Commissioner Mitchell giving as 
@ reason that since tbe hall contained fifty-two lodge 
rooms it came under the head of a'theatre asdefined 


issue. Mr. Scharmann grew very angry at the de- 
cision and applied strong language to Commissioner 
Mitchell. The interference of bystanders, however. 
prevented stronger measures being resorted to. 


The following anonymous letter was recently 
received by the Excise Board in regard to the Chinese 
Nquors sold in Mott street. 

GENTLEMEN OF THE EXCIsE BoarRp—I do not know 
but that your honorable Board is already informed of 
the existence in thiscity of two Chinese importing irms 
one situated at No. 8 Mott street and Known as Wo- 
Kee & Co., and the other at No. 32 or 30 Pell street and 
known as Me-Lee-Wah. Both are ostensibly regarded 
as grocery importers. They both deal extensively in 
fine imported liquors. Their income annually in this 


their having to pay the customary license charged by 
you to retail dealers. Six Chinese dealers sell tbis 
article in quantities to suit to the Chinese inbabitants 
both in New York and surrounding district, in cases or 
bottles. All you bave got:to do to satisty yourselves of 
the truth of these statements is simply’to write out an 
order in Chinese or English as if coming from a Chinese 
grocer or laundryman, and enclose money at the rate 
of $1.25 per bottle, and you will beable to get as many 
as you want on short notice: or enter one ot the 
stores with some of the natives who are well known to 
the Chinamen.
